TILE OUINERE EMIGRATION CONMOLLDATION 
ORDINABUB. ' 


The Attorney Gonoral—I_ have to nove 
the second reading of the Bill, Sir, which ia 
entitled The Chineso Consolidation Ordin- 
anco, 1888, and as this isthe first of o new 
batoh of Consolidation Ordinaneea, aud as 
come time Jaa clapaud since the last bill 
waa undor tha consideration of the Goun- 
cil, L should vlike te say 6 word 
or two with rofarenco to the scope and 
purpose of theso cunaclidatinn ordinances, 
especially as I believe thors prevails sumo 
raisapprehension aa te what their chject is. 
Bir, this is ono of a number of bills, onn- 
solidation billa which have been preparcd 
by the Law Rovision Comunission, Tho 
intantion in these congolidution bills ia te 
colloct togethor into one ordinance ull the 
provisions relating to the subject matter 
whatever it:may bo that are scattered 
throughout tho length and breadth of 
the collection of ordinances in this Colony ; 
to connect together theso seattered provi- 
sions and form them into ono ordinance 
and so to exhibit tho existing law in a con- 
veniont shape for referenco and in a shape 
jn which it will bo. thoronghly underatoud 
not only by Jawyers -but by laymen 
who may bo intereated in the subject 
matter to which it rolates.. With cach 
of the Oonsolidation ordinances that are 
reported by tho Commission is a achadule 
which was formed by the Commission 
with the view of enabling the Couneil to 
underatand exactly what thoy aro. pro- 
posing if they propor angthing fy the 
shapo of amendment of the law. It is 
not the intention and never was the jnton- 
tion—in fact it waa very carofally provided 
against, when the Law Revision Cominia- 
sion was originally ostablished—that they 
should introduce anything in the way of 
substantial amendment. If anything of 
that kind had been intended it would of 
course be imponsivle to puss the Cunsvli- 
dation ordinances throuzh the . Council 
withont raising questions fur debate, 
and would prevoné snything like a 
completo consolidation of the ordinances 
within a-ressovable time, Tho report re- 
forring to this particular ordinnnes is a very 
good example of the kind of repurt which 
the Law Revision Commission will preaunt 
in regard to every consolidation ordinance. 
The title atates under one head what por- 
tions of existing ordinances are re-enacted, 
Thon it gives the number the ordinance 

. in the conavlidation ordinance, Thon in the 
schedulo which is furnished to the Council, 
it ia stated what portions of existing ordi- 
nances are ropealed. Those ordinances 
which are reproduced are mentioned in tho 
first title as being reproduced. Thoro are 
no amendments whatever so that the report 
ig a guarantes to the Council that this bill 
is in the strictest sense nothing more or 
less than a reproduction of the existing law 
in a form convenient fer reference and 
consideration. I insist very particularly 
upon this point with roference to this parti. 
cular bill in viow uf sume remarks made by 
His Excellency the Governor at a former 
meeting of Council, in which it waa stated 
that the Government had under ita con- 
sideration and contemplation 9 very aub- 
stantial amendment of the law relating 
to emigration. I am told that it is tho cnso 
that there are a number of important aug- 

ations under consideration that will no 
laubt have to be brought as an ainendment 
of the Jaw, It would ba quite contrary to 
tho whole intention of these Consvlidation 
Ordinances did they contain anything io 
the way of amendmunt. The object is that 
thease ordinances a8 they come from the 
commission ahould be passed in the form 
they. aro in at present, so that no quea- 
tion could be raised on them. The 
Fact that it is intended shortly to 
take up the emigration questivn and 
deal with it in the way of substantial legis- 
lation ood amendment of the law isa strung 
reason why the Cauncil should not delay to 

"pass the Cona: Kdation Ordinance in its 
present form without alteration, «We shall 
thon have boforo ua the body of the law as 
it standa, exhibited in a convenient, con- 
sistent and connected form. These remarks 
apply of course to tho other Consolidation 
Ordinances, but as this is tha first I thought 
it well to explain to the Council what they 
mean. ° 

Mr Boll-Irving—The- changes will be 
made on this Ordinance if any are to be 
mada? 

Tho Attorney Goneral—No dvubt the 
amendment, whatever it may be, will be 
made on thisordinance Instead of amend- 
ing 4 fragment here and thore you will have 
one amended ordinance which may be the 
subject of amendment in ituelf.. I don’t 
Know whether I may bo allowed to read you 
@ passage in an article in the Times which 1 
happened to come across this morning. It 
seems to bear very rouch on this porticular 
question and to explain the difficulties 
which aro sometimes put in the way of con~ 
Bolidating the law, and refers to the work 
of the Law Revision Cunmmission in Eng- 
land. Having read the extract, the At- 
terney General continued—I merely read 
that in order that the Council may pre- 
cisaly estimate the difticulties that lie in 
tho way of a consylidation of the low, if 
consolidation ordinances are to be regarded 

* as the subject of contention. It is-intend: 
ed that they merely should re-enact the law 
it its existing form in order that the Le. 
yislature when it comes to deal with it may 
have it in a auitable shape to work upon. 

Mr Layton—Bofuro this Ordinance is pat 
toa second Yeading [el ald like to make 
some remarke about it. It seems to me 
from whut the Attorney General said 
that it is very necessary we should leave 

‘this Ord-nance as it stands. We hare all 
been in doubt as ta what consolidation 
meant, and our error is excusable secing 

people fn the Housa of Lords and 

to have gone natray ag to 

i consolidation.

Mr Layton—In apgreaing to tho presing 
of the second reading of thie Bill it is quite 
undorstood that we are votallowing any- 
thing tu pasa that should be criticised. 

Me Ball-Irving—Nothing that is new. _ 

Mr Layten—The subject of Chinese 
emigration is n very larga ono, and we are 
very anxious ¢o got tha law put on a salis- 
factory footing, and tho svouer the amend- 
ments ara made the better, Thero is an 
amount of abuses and mattera which press 
hardly on beth Chinese and foreign ship- 
owners, and as the matter ia of such imnport- 
ance; I was in hopes when I rend *amend’ 
that wo weuld soon come to the amend- 
monts, 

Bia ExceHoncy--There will be no time 
foat in- bringing the amending ordinance 
forward. With reyard to tho other conaali- 
dation ordinances it is desirable to push on 
with thom in order that tho Council and the 
Colony may know tho law as it is, With ro- 
gard to omigration I think Ican safely pro- 
miso that in a very short time an amending 
ordiannico will be brought forward, and that 
the Chamber of Commerce ond any other 
body interested willhave full opportunity 
for disenssing and criticising the measure. 

Mr Layton—I om much obliged to your 
Excellency. 

After sume converantion, as no amend- 
ment could be made on the present Bill, it 
waa agreed to refer it to a aclect committee 
to save the time of the Council reading 
over all the sectiona in. committes, the 
aclect committee consisting of the At- 
torney General, tho Acting Colonial Trea- 
aurer and Messrs Rell Irving and Layton. 


SUNDRY ORDINANCES—CONSOLIDATED AND 
OTHERWISE, 


An ordinance to amend Ordinance 15 of- 
1R¥G by substituting ‘second’ for ‘ third? 
was passed through all its stages, 

An ordinance to amend, the Evidenca 
Consolidation Ordinance was rend a second 
Lime. 

The Attorney Goneral explained that 
the Law Revision Committeo were in- 
atructed to consider whether thete wero 
nob uny provisions of English law pass- 
el in recent yeara, not the law of 
the. Golony which it waa desirable to 
incorporate, and to indicate these ta the 
Council. The committee in this ease re- 
commended the adoption of section 54, 
Sub-seetion 6, of the Civil Code uf procedure, 
which provided that the following persons 
only should be incompetent to testify— 
children under seven yoars of age, unless 
capablo uf receiving first impressions, and 
persona of unsound mind. Tho Committes 
suggested that this provision ahuuld be 
extended to atl legal proeeedings in the Co- 
Tony. 

The Bill to amond Ordinance 6 of 1887, 
the Arms Ordiaanes, was road a secoud 
time. 

The Attorney Gvnoral repsated the 
explanation given at last mecting—that the 
Bill was introduced on the auggestion of 
the Captain Superintendent of Police, to 
make the provisions of the Anos Ordinance 
applicable tu tho ease of arma. which 
ate not in’ the actual possession of 
persons, but are found en board 
boats in chirge of persons not autho. 
vised to. have arms. Tho- provision 
was contained in the Peaco Preservation 
Ordinance, 

Tho Ordinance ta facilitate tho incor- 
poration of roligions,. edecationsl and 
eharitable institutions was allowed to 
stand over, the Attorncy Gcnoral saying it 
would require farther conaderation. 

An Ordinance to amend Ordinance 81 of 
1886, for the preservation of the Ordin- 
ances of tho Colony, was read a-firat time. 

The Attorney General—] beg to move 
the first reading of another bill. ‘ 

Mr Bell Irving—It is not on the orders 
of the day. 

The Attorney General—It is only the 
firat reading. 

His Excellency—When it is possible no- 
tice is given, but this ia an cxceptional case. 

The Attorney General—When the Bills, 
are printed in time. Thero iano standing 
order requiring the first realing to be put 
on the orders of theday. Tle Government 
may introduce a Bill without noiee. But 
T think it may be well to leave this one 
over, 

My Bell-Irving——I have no objections 
whatever to its being read. 

The Attorney Genoral then explained 
that the Bill was one introduced by 
instructions of the Secretary of State, 
It related to the Coroner's abclition 
ordinance recently passed, snd pr vided 
that in ull cases where a magistrate holds 
au enquiry as to the cause of death 
without a jury ho shall send the deposi- 
tiuns and the certificate of death to the 
Attorney General. It was considered that 
aa the publicity of enquiry by a jury was 
given up, report of the enquiry held in pre- 
vate shuuld be examined by the Attorney 
General. - 

The Bill was read a first tine. 

Mr Inyton ~May I ask indsideatally whe- 
ther in assenting to the first reading we ara 
theroby pledging ourselves to a meaguro, 

The Attorney General—It is merely a 
matter of form. Tho rulea of Council aro 
that there should be no diseussion or dabate, 
The first rending merely brought the matter 
into consideration, 

Mr Bell Irving—But in consenting to the 
second reading we consent to the priacipla 
of the Bill, 

The Attorney Genoral—Yeg, . 

The Council tien adjourned to this day 
week,

Tho four men charged with having beon 
found in unlawful (possession of $1,800 
worth of raw opium in a boat off Tai-kok- 
tani were again ‘brought before ME UE: 
Wodahouse in the Polica: Court ty-finy, | 
Mr dohnton, Crown Golisitor, prosecuted ; | 
Mr Reeco{of Mr Ewena’ oftise) appearad for 
the prisoners, Mr Caldwoll for the Opium 
Farmer, nnd Mr Hastings (of Mossta Wot- 
ton and Deacon's office) for the present 
lessee of tho Opium Farm. 
. Mr Ho Kam Shing, interprater, gave the 
following evidence :—On the receipt pro- 
daced in this case T find the word heung, 
Tt means tazes or Governmont fees; it can 


mean nothing olse. -Thare. are the words 


heung fai, which moan texcs aud oxponsce, 


Thavo examined the account: book of the | 
Sui Ki shop (from which tho apinm was 
said ta have heen got) since tho ease was 
last before the Court, Between. April and 
November this year I find entries amount- 
ing in all to 260 chests of opium, The 
names of the defendants appear twenty-one 
times in connection with a tutal-of about 
thirty chests. Tallude to the anes Muk 
Yu, Tang Ki, and Sau Ki Tho book 
Tho first 
fow pagos seem tu have boon pra, erly kept, 
but the Jast threy or four wages seem to 
have been written haatily in one day. The 
dates are notin right order, and I can tell 
The only eutry I find 
which anawers to the opium in Court con. 
sists of threo items on Ith November, 
One ia for 44 balla to Muk Ya. -which has 
been altered to Keuny Yu—-20 balls to 
Tung Ki-and 16 to Sau Ki, 80 balls altoge- 
ther. T find no entry corresponding to 
the other ten balls in Cyurt, Against en- 
tries referring to raw opium throughout the 
book T find entrics im amall ‘characters 
‘one-fifth prepared.’

Magistrate, said he did not know who

Mr Hastings made the follatita ék plana. 
tion regarding 1 referencg ‘tlt had been 
made to him by the ticat prisoner when the 
case was last before thy Court:—On the 
2tat inst, I was inatruciud to appear for the 
first and second prisoners, I went ‘tothe 
Gaol to toke their statetiemts, {Np iMan 
Kwan went with me and acted ‘as inter: 
preter. Another man whoss name I don't 
know also went, I took the statementa of 
the prisoners throush the interpreter. T 
did not teil either of the prisonc a not to 
acknowledge that the opium waa hou-tht at 
tho Sui Ki shop, nor did I say anything 
about their being fined. I am not ue. 
quainted with the Chiness lnnguage and I 

omt know what was said by the Chinese 

who wera with mo. I was subsequently 
instructed by Ny Man Kwan to watch the 
case for the lessee of the Opium Farm. { 
had no further communication with the 
prisoners. 
. In reply to Bia Worship Mr Alastings said 
—T have been informed of the tame of the 
lessee of tha Opium Farm, but 1 aim not 
sure of it, Ihave heard a namo mentioned 
but I don't know thatit iacorrect. I would 
tathor not any what it is. The name I 
have heard is Ng Shan Po, but I don't know 
whether that is the man or not. 

His Worship~I lave had you down on 
every vccasion” as appuariiy for ths Opium 
Farmer. Iean't allow you any stitus here 
anleas you can tell me the name of the 
person fer whom you are appearing. 

Mr Hastings, having gone to ascertain 
the name, said on his return that the namo 
he had giren was correct. 

SEVERE COMMENTS ON THE EVIDENUE. 

Hia Worship, addressing tho prisoners, 
said—You huve baen found guilty of the 
possesion of ninety balle of raw opium 
without a cortificate of parchase froma 
licensogand withoutan officialexport permit. 
The case from the commencement wra por- 
fectly clear againat you, and your solicitor 
at the second meoting of tho Court tender- 
ed a plea of guilty for you and made no 
furthor defence, Of courea the offence he 
desired to admit was that yon were actiny 
as servants ignorant of what you were do- 
ing, and that therefore the blame was not 
your’s but their’s who. entrusted the opinm 
te you. This introduced an olement into 
the case which haa elicited an amount of 
mig statement, oud fulea swearing even, 
on the part of those who. vught to 
know better, such aaseldom comés before 
this Court. I¢ is quite clear that there haa 
been every effort made to keep back infor. 
mation which was likely to be prejudicial 
tu those who were keeping it back. Tha 
only person in this Colony who has the 
right to have raw opium with tha usual- 
conditions attached to it is thy Opium 
Farmer, Tho defence waa that it was from 
the Opinm Farmer you abtained this opium, 
and it waa added that yon wera guing to 
smugelo itinto China, Whether that is so 
or not, it is tot for me to say here. Of 
evttrse it is impossible for mo to overlook 
the kind of evidence that has been given 
both by the firm from whom you say you 
bought the opium and on tho part 
of the representative of the Opium 
Farmer. if was contradictory and con- 
tained nothing at ail to whieh. one 
could attach the idoa thatit was troe. What) 
their object may bo in telling atoties of thia 
kind of course 1 can only cunjectura, I 
can only sny the effect it produced on all 
who have heard the evidence would be very 
prejudicial indeed. OF conrse, ao far og 
you are concerned, befora I can attach any 
value toa defence of that kind it must be 
proved. I may very likely consider it true, 
but in order to exonerate you, you must be 
able to*prove it, or if not you must. take 
the consequence: The witness thet you 
called to prove that tha epium was 
sold to you described himself as the, 
master of the Sui Ki shop. You your. 
selves have said this was a falsehood and 
that he is nut really the master of the 
shop, and of courae it would be ridiculons 
for anyone to suppose that he really wag 
the master—as if it was likely thet a men 
to whom an important interest of this kird 
ta entrosted should: not be able to read or 
writo a single word. - At the same time, 
you mustba the sufferers fur that. You 
have failed to prove your cise, and all I 
can deal with now is the fact that you were 
found with, this opium and that yun have 
not given a proper accuunt of it, T cun- 
sider it a very. Lad case indeed. . You wor 
found ‘in .a boat ut a place where you 
were tryiag to avoid inspeotion, “In 
fact the only reasun why yon cane 
to be discovered was that’ you were 
acting in such a augpicious way that atten- 
tion was drawn to you, and as the people 
you call your principals decline to coma fors 
ward and speak the truth, E must deal with 
you as the principals, The first ‘and second 
prisoners will hare to pay a fine of S1,000 
each, or go to prison fur three months with 
harda Jabour; and the third and fourth 
prisoners will have to pay a fing of $250 
each, or ener ona month's imprisonmeut 
with hard lagour, The opiam will be coa-

A ‘conple of 
twins tho first-born of a very yong mo- 
ther, were regarded as a beginning of bad 
omen aud therefore repudiated by hor 
parents, They would bave been destroyed 
if the wiasiunary had not taken them: 
Ove infant whe bad already been exposed 
antl deserted in a cowshed, astonished hur 
parents by continuing to live and to ery for 
two days running, which vitality and” per- 
sistency led them to hope, that she might 
be destined io enjoy a brilliant future, 
wherenpon thay resolved ty tales her back 
into the bospm of the family. But when 
tho child became very debilitated, they 
yave her ap ores more aud left her with a 
tuissionary-Indy who in turn intended to 
hand her over to our house. No wonder 


‘however after the long expusure which the 


child had anffered, that the tenderest care 


( failed to koep her alive aud'she died before 


she could be forwarded to our inatitution. 
Here in Hk ngkeng it is oar practice to

Contented and joyful faces may be 
seen in ‘the ease of the smaliust children 
sitch..oas are’ still!carried “about insthe 
arms of their eldor sisters: or make 
their first attempt at walking and talking ; 
others may be observed busily eugaged all 
day with thoit tuya, unless it be meal 
time.whea they are equally busy with 
their chop-sticks ; others again may -be 
acon malting thoir first attempta at knitting 
or endeavouring to spell throngh the 
infants’ primer; the whole picture affurd- 
ing a procticat ustration uf the proyerb 
which saya, that lifo is not all play. 

Whoeu they enter school the hardships of 
lio may bo said to have fuirly commenced 
for them, but, strange to say, they do not 
avon Lo bs very mek aftdid of 1 "biit on 
the contrary they appear very proud, when 
for the first tine they presont themselves 
in Chinese costume (the children of the 
infants’ department being all dressed in 
European clothes), to be formally enrolled 
as tacholars.' It is only when the In- 
spector of Schools appears on the scene at 
the end of the year, that their hearta hegin 
to fail them, and teara begia to flow, which 
fear however be soon underatande to dispol 
by his amiable, bumourova way. Last 
year 24 pupils ‘passed the Government- 
examination, whilst 3 unfortunately failed. 

Among the 27 pupils who are preparing 
for this year’s examination, thera ia one in 
the Ist standard who is dumb but not deaf, 
So she his no difficulty in writing out 
what aho is told, and instead of the viva 
tore examination it is hoped she will be 
allowed to write in Roman letters the 
svund and meauing of the Chinese char- 
aeters, which she way bo required to 
explain, 

The subjects in our school aro Raading 
and Writing in Qhinese and romanized 
eharact rs, Composition, European Arith. 
metic (ep to vulgar and degimal fractions), 
also Geugraphy and Anciout History. 

Bursome years past some uf our girla 
have availed themsvlves of the Bulilios trust 
Examination, and each year one of them tina 
bees among the successful candidates and 
has obtained 4 p ize, fir which stimulus we 
are thankful to the founder of this fund. 
This year again Five of the girls are 
desirous to enter the list of this com- 
petitive examination. 

Thirteen girls, who had already left 
school, were instructed in o special cun- 
firmation class, and on Whit Sunday Inst, 
confirmed, according to tho rites of the 
Lutheran Church, being also for the first 
time admitted to Holy Communion, 

Naturally in such a house as this there Is 
a great amoynt of work of all kinds to be 
done, for which we depend -entirely upon 
the help of the grown-up girls, But 
as a rule, as sou us thoy have thor- 
oughly learnt evurything that’ wa ox- 
peet of them, there ara auitora waiting with 
matrimonial applications. Of last year’s 
perhaps, we have, in acceding too readily to 
such applications, iniled to keep our own 
interests sufficiently in mind, sv that now 
there is occasionally great difliculty in get- 
ting all.the necessary house work done, and 
the. European ladies who are reaponsiblo 
for it have in cousequence no easy tusk, It 
may be noted here, that we are glad Misa 
Sitss, who had been in Germany to recruit 
her health, returned early in October’ after 
an.absenco of cighteen months, 

Sumetimes tha monotony of the week's 
work is interrupted by » holitay-afternoun. 
Besides short walks, ag for iustanca to the 
Public Gardens or to tha West Point Bat- 
tery, the girls had in former times been 
taken ¢o the Happy Valluy, to Pokfulam, 
to Shaukiwan and oven Stanley. This year, 
there was ‘an extraordinary 
pleasure in store for ‘them, They were 
invited and hospitably eutertained—which 
had never been the cage—at the Peak, 
where they bad nover been, and what was 
their groatest wond-r, invited by the head 
of the Colonial Government, It was a red 
day in our Calendar of this year, when Lady 
des ‘Voanx oalled at the Foundling House, 
very kindly greated the ¢hildren and. their 
Europein. guardians, peraenplly iuapectad 
ail the aimplo arrangemonty of the Asylum 
and crowned her visit by. ut invitation to 
Mouatain Lodge. ne afternuon spont 
there, the sightlof the house and the whula 
sscuery, the marvellous feats performed 
by o Chinees magicivu, the refreshmenta 
provided in profuse abundance and Inst not
